Postoffice is Among Burned—Opera 
House and Pioneer Telephone Co. 
Suffer Heavy Losses. 


Lima, Ohio, March 29.—Two 
> men were instantly killed, one 
fatally injured, and a house 
burned to the ground as the re­ 
sult of a collision between two 
interurban electric trains near 
here today. Both trains were 
destroyed. 
The dead are: 
A 
Pearl H. McPherson, motor­ 
men, Lima. 
Earle Rothrock, expressman, 
Lockington, 
Jaooes, Risk, baggageman, of 
Lima, was fatally injured and 
several of the passengers on 
both cars were seriously hurt. 
The collision occurred at a 
place where the tracks curve 
around an untenanted house. 
Both cars were going at full 
speed. 
An exploding fuse sent 


the wreckage into a blaze, which 
communicated with the house.

Mateszalky, Hungary, March 
28.—Between 300 and 400 pers­ 
ons lost their lives in a fire in the 
village of Oekoerito, near here. 
An entertainment was in prog­ 
ress in a hotel at the time and 
the victims were attending it. 
The people were dancing when 
a pine branch used to decorate 
the ball floor, fell blazing, and in 
a minute the dresses of several 
women were afire and the blaze 
spread at an astonishing rate. 
The hall was crowded and the 
doors had been barrep to prevent 
more coming in. 
A 
dreadful 
panic 
ensued, 
many persons with flames shoot­ 
ing out from their garments 
rushed toward the barred doors 
where a surging mass were jam­ 
med together. 
Men and wo­ 
men fell and were trampled up­ 
on. Those in front endeavored 
to open the doors but were hope­ 
lessly crushed by the pressure 
of the crowd behind. Soon the 
roof crushed in, ‘the blazing 
wreckage falling on the helpless 
victims, so that many of those 
who had hitherto escaped the 
flames were struck down by the 
beams or buried under the de­ 
bris. When the door was final­ 
ly broken open some few per­ 
sons escaped. The statement 
given out tonight states that 290 
persons perished, but it is be­ 
lieved that the total death roll 
will prove much larger than this.

Roswell, N. M., March 29.- 
The big alfalfa meal mill of the 
Roswell Wool and Hide Company 
^ d a m a g e d to the extent of 
$1d,000 last night by a fire which 
started at IO o’clock around an 
outside stairway and ran up a 
telephone pole to.a wooden meal 
elevator which carried meal a- 
cross an angle of the building. 
The fire outside of the building 
was soon extinguished and the 
department went home. 
About 
midnight the whole inside of the 
building broke into a blaze, al­ 
though every nook had been 
searched for sparks. Two hun­ 
dred tons of hay. ready for 
grinding, was ruined. 
The cost 
of the building and plant was 
$42,000. 
Loss is fully covered by insur­ 
ance. The fire department was 
worked until 6 o’clock this morn­ 
ing on the second’fire. 
The city 
water went out of commission at 
4 on account of heavy pressure j 
bursting a rpain. From that time 
the fight was carried on with the 
company’s private plant.

A farm in 
Central 
New 
York, 
bought a few years ago for $15 an 
acre, produced two years later a crop

DIE IN BIG FIRE 


By Associated Press 


Mateszalky, Hungary, March 


28.—Between 300 and 400 pers- 
ons lost their lives in a fire in the 
village of Oekoento, near here. 
An entertainment was in prog- 
ress in a hotel at the time and 
the victims were attending it. 
The people were dancing when 
a pine branch used to decorate 
the ball floor, fell blazing, and in 
a minute the dresses of several 
women were afire and the blaze 
spread at an astonishing rate. 
The hall was crowded and the 
doors had been barreP to prevent 
more coming in. 


A 
dreadful 
panic ensued, 


many persons with flames shoot- 
ing out from their 
garments 


rushed toward the barred doors 
where a surging mass were jam- 
med together. 
Men and wo- 


men fell and were trampled up- 
on. Those in front endeavored 
to open the doors but were hope- 
lessly crushed by the pressure 
of the crowd behind. Soon the 
roof crushed in, "the blazing 
wreckage falling on the helpless 
victims, so that many of those 
who had hitherto escaped the 
flames were struck down by the 
beams or buried under the de- 
bris. When the door was final- 
ly broken open some few per- 
sons escaped. The statement 
given out tonight states that 290 
persons perished, i but it is be- 
lieved that the total death roll 
will prove much larger than this.
